D uring recent years we have become increasingly - 
conscious of the im portance of conserving our land 
resources. Accordingly, we have initiated conserva­ 
tion program s and practices which are sound and 
logical. Such action was and Is urgently needed, not 
alone for the current generation, but as an obligation 
to generations yet unborn. As one result of the pro­ 
gram s adopted, m uch land (which because of its 
character and slope was being destroyed by erosion) 
has Ixten turned back to grtiss. Thus, expanding live­ 
stock production has become an increasingly im por­ 
tant p art of the program of conserving our natural 
resources.
